After the establishment of provaganda and regular administra}- 
tive organizations, radio recevtion was again allowed and receivers were 
brought into North Korea by renatrintes returning from Manchuria. Listening 
was supnosed to be limited to anvroved broadcasts, however. Although there 
were strict peaalties for listening to South Korean or American stationa, 
many nersons secretly received foreign vrograns. 


cr Telephone service in North Korea is limited in nost cities and rural districts 
because of unrepaired demage done to installations in the fighting just before 
the surrender, lack of svare warts for revairs, and general business denvression. 
in Chongjin, for exzanvle, only government of ices sre equivtmed with tele vhones: 
private telephones are almost non-existent. There and in other cities, meny 
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people engaged in commerce who were formerly the main telenhone subscribers 
have sold their telephones. ‘The demand for such ecuioment was so elight 
that the telephones were sold at low prices and many were exported to 

South Korea, Spare parte are hard to obtain, although batteries of inferior 
quality are manufactured in Pyongyang. Hatteries and other parts are 
imported from Japan, Hong Kong and South Korea, 
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
